A BEOEST publication of the Bureau 


of Statistics, at Washington, furnishes 
interesting 
information in regard to 


foreign immigration to the United States. 
Prior to 1820 the statistics of immigra- 
tion are incomplete, but from that date 
they are quite full and reliable. Ihe 
total number of immigrants who arrived 
in the country from the close of the Rev- 
olutionary war to 1820 is estimated at 250- 
000. Since 1820 the arrivals iu many 
single years have greatly exceeded that 
number, although they did not reach 
the highest figures until comparatively 
recent years, It was not until 1842 that 
they reached six figures. The immigra- 
tion that year was 104,565. Ten years 
later, iu 1852, it had reached 371,603, 
and in 1854 it was 427,833. From that it 
fell off suddenly and largely, dropping to 
200,000 in 1855, and to 91,985 in 1802. 
After the war it began to increase again, 
until in 1872 it reached 437,750, and in 
1882 touched high water mark at 730,340. 
Since then there has been a falling off, 
till lost year the immigration was 525,019, 
and the indications are that for 1889 it 
will be considerably less.

Iluilding Taper. 


In 1864 a hot headed French inventor 


offered to contract for churches and ca- 
thedrals, including a peal of bells, to bo 
constructed entirely of paper. From 
chimes to cannons was but one step, and 
the Gallic inveutor announced his readi- 
ness to supply a train of artillery of any 
given caliber, made of the samo ma- 
terial. Building paper is enjoying a per- 
fect boom just now, and is proving a lino 
material in the bauds of architects and 
builders for several uses, inside and out. 
Tho advantages, briefly stated, are: Con- 
tinuity of surface, or its adaptability for 
making into rolls of almost any width 
and length and flexibility; or by gluing 
several layers together it may be made 
still, and will stop tlie passage of air be- 
cause of tho absence of joints; unlike 
wood, it has no grain, and will not split; 
it is unaffected by change of tempera- 
ture, ami thus has an advantage over 
sheet metal for roofing materials; though 
in its natural condition it is affected by 
moisture, it can bo rendered waterproof 
by saturating with asphalt or by various 
other methods; being a non-resonant 
body, it is well fitted to prevent ihe pas- 
sage of sound; it is a non-conductor (if 
iieat, and can also be made of incom- 
bustible material, like asbestos, or ren- 
dered resistant to fire by chemical treat- 
ment.—Paper Makers' Circular. 


Elf'ctric Mountain 


One of the most interesting achieve- 


ments in modern engineering is the eler- 
tric'mountain railway recently o]K'neil 
to the public at Burgenstock, near Lu- 
cerne. The rails describe one grand 
curve formed upon an angle of 112 de- 
grees, and the system is such that the 
journey is made as steadily and smoothly 
as upon any of the straight fiirnicular 
lines. The Burgenstock is almost per- 
pendicular—from the shore of Lake Lu- 
cerne to the Burgenstock is 1,330 feet, 
and it.is 2,800 feet al»ve the level of the 
sea. The total length of the line is 938 
metres, and it commences with a gradi- 
ent of 32 per cent., which is increased to 
48 per cent, after the first 400 metres, 
this being maintained for the rest of the 
journey. 
A single pair of rails is used 


throughout, and the motive jwwcr (elec- 
tricity) is generated by two dynamos, 
each of t..enty-u've horse power, which 
are worked by n water wheel of nominal- 
ly 123 horse power erected upon tho 
river Aar at its mouth at Buochs, three 
miles away, the electric current being 
conducted by. means of insulated copper 
wires. The f&ss in transmission is esti- 
mated at 2.5 per cent—New York Tele- 
gram,

Bnt the Details of the Explosion and 


Fire Harrowing Beyond 


Description. 


The dead and Wounded Numbered by 


Hundreds—The Greatest Scourge 


Since Alva. 


LOHDQX, Bept, 7.—By far the most ap- 


palling calamity than hHs befallen any 
city In Europe In many years la the dis- 
aster at Antwerp. Th« losses ot proper- 
ty and life by the fire in tha oil district, 
resulting from the explosion of dynamite 
yesterday are sickening. The petroleum 
stores are all destroyed. The sheds used 
n storing the oil have been consumed. 
Tha hydraulic pump and all the build- 
,ng9 In the district have been destroyed. 
Oil tank after oil tank has exploded and 
all are in ruins. Latest reports show 
that In the oil districts alone 200, If not 
more, have either lost their lives or are 
so badly Wrjured that they can not re- 
cover. T* most reliable estimates al 
noon to-day placed tap casualties result- 
.ng from the explosion of yesterday at 
100 killed, 2SO seriously Injured aud 300 
slightly Injured. 


The firemen, assisted by the military, 


worked throughout the night, the parties 
at work being relieved hourly, on ac- 
count of the great heat and the other- 
wise exhaustive character of the work. 
Many of the workers fainted and were 
conveyed to the Hospitals on stretchers, 
their parched and smoke-blackened faces 
presenting a sickening sight. 


The efforts of the firemen were directed 


to confining the fire to the sheds and fac- 
tories within the dry dock. Six million 
litres »f petroleum are ablaze, and the 
indications are that the fire will burn un- 
til Monday before exhausting Itself. 


HOBBOR9 OF THE SCENB. 


At the moment of the explosion andtte 


outbreak of the fire many workmen on 
the docks jumped Into the Scheldt and 
were drowned. A number of sailors and 
customs officers ware Silled on board the 
ships by flying bullets, with which the 
sides and rigging of the vessels were rid- 
dled. It is estimated that two thousand 
tons of cartridges exploded. The report 
of the explosion was heard thirty miles, 
nnd the volumes of smnko arising ex- 
ceeded that of any of Europe's greatest 
battles. 


Heads, legs, arms and other fragments 


of human bodies were found a mile dis- 
tant from the scene of the explosion. 
One hundred and thirty whole corpses 
were takon to tho morgue, and charred 
heaps of human flesh and bones, repre- 
senting an unknown quantity of humani- 
ty, are also piled in tho dead houses. 


The first offlcor of the Rod Star steam- 


ship Bealand was terribly wounded on 
board his vessel by flying bullets and 
fragments of the cartridge factory. 


WATCHING THE UKEE DT FLAMBS. 


The populace watched 
the 
names 


throughout tho night The continuous 
nolae of exploding barrels of oil and' 
the 
fallini; of 
hulldings, 
together 


with tho roaring uud crackling of th* 
Barnes, exactly resembled the sound of a 
fiercely contested battle. 
The river 


banks, out of reach of the flames, are, 
covered with men, women and children, 
who, 
rendered destitute nnd homeless, 


are camping out and taking most des* 
perate chances of obtaining fdod. 


The efforts of the firemen wore greatly" 


Impeded by tho scarcity of water, resulti 
Ing from the destruction by the fire or 
three-fourths of the entire system of waj 
ter works, which were of comparatively^ 
recent construction, and cost $400,000,, 
Five acres of ground have already been; 
burned over. 


THE SCENE AT MIDNIGHT. 


At midnight the petroleum district is 


Btill burning like a volcano. The fire* 
doea not spread, bnt the material seems 
Inexhaustible. To- night part of the city 
is lit up by a lurUl glare, aud the rest is 
covered by a pull »f dense smoke. The 
troops and firemen are kept at work in 
relays. HarJ work and constant vigi- 
lance is required t.. prevent the flames 
frura spreading. Orders have been sent 
f or fresh troops to help those now on 
duty. The number <»f persons killed and 
injured Is still undetermined. Scores 
were taken to hospitals during the night, 
some suffocated by xmuko, others shot 
through niul through by flying projec- 
tiles or maimed by falling debris. Tha 
density of sranko arising from the oil 
aud saturated with H rendered breathing 
In it impossible, and the strongest men 
were overcome bv it within a short dis- 
tance of safety. One. hundred and ten 
thousand barrels uf crude petroleum, 
mostly Russian, which is the nastiest on 
earth, lhavo been burned or are still 
burning. 


TEN THOUSAND TONS OF CAHTRIDQE9 


exploded at unct*. Tho explosion shook 
the whole city and the sound of it was 
heard over nn area of thirty miles. 
Limbs and fragments of bodies have 
been found nt incredible distances. Sev. 
eral heaps of charri"! human remains 
have beeu collected. None of the frag- 
ments can be Identified. Maay persons, 
cut off from tho city and pursued by the 
flames, jumped Into the water and were 
drowned by dozens or burned to death 
by blazing oil that poured down upon 
the surface of the river. All the time 
bullets flew around like hailstones and 
those who sought to escape through the 
streets were shot down in their tracks. 
The fullest estimate MO killed, is in all 
likelihood justified. No such calamity, 
meeting all the elements of horror, has 
been known since tho days of Alva, 


THE FLAMES SUBDUED. 


ANTWERP, Sept K.—A douse mass of 


smolie still rises from the burned quar- 
ters tiud hangs 'ike a pall over the whole 
city. The flames havo, however, been, 
subdued, and tho efforts of the firemen 
ond the troops to prevent their spread 
have been successful. The ruins of the 
burned buildings are still too hot to ad- 
mit of much effective work toward recov- 
ering the bodies of the dead, but a few 
were taken out to-day, and enough has 
been gathered by the brave explorers 
among the smoking ruins to make it cer- 
tain that the death list will not fall short 
of two hundred, if, indeed, it does not 
largely exceed that number.

HORitlBI.Y MURDERED. 


Th« Bod; of an Italian Found Full ol 


Woundi, But With Spotless Attire. 
NIWABK, N. J., Sept. D.—The body of a 


man apparently about flftj years of age 
ivas found at East Newark at eleven 
o'clock yesterday morning about one 
hundred yards from Shanley's stone- 
crusher, and about the same distance 
from the river uauk. His throat was cut 
from ear to ear. Two bullets had pierced 
his heart, another had lodged in the 
shoulder, and still another had entered 
the abdomen. Any but one of the bullet- 
Vrounds would have caused death, aud the 
Wound In tho throat was also sufficient 
to have.killcd the man. He was neatly 
dressed, and there was not a iiarticlo of 
blood on his clothing. Thore worn no 
pigns of a scuffle, and there is no doubt 
in the minds of the police th it tho body 
Was carried to tho spot wnore it was 
found. 


Ths body has boon identified by a num- 


ber of Newarkers as being that of an 
Italian, but tho detections are unable to 
(earn his identity. Tho Italians of Now- 
tirk all live ou River street, which runs 
along tho river, and there is a suspicion 
that tho body was rmvod across the river 
bnd carried to tho spot where it was 
found. Tho police aro working on this 
theory. 


LATER. 


The body has been identified as that of 


Frank Avedlos, who formerly lived in 
Mulberry street. New York.
